Both 
the speeches were greatly enjoyed and 
frequently :t was necessary for the speak- 
ers to wait several minutes, as the ap- 
plause was very great, and they could not 
contiz ve. 

In addition to the speeches, an excellent 
musical programme, prepared by Mr. A. 
L. Wood, was reniered. Card's orchestra 
also assisted, and the occasion was & 
very pleasant one. It is now thought that 
the people will come to the aid of the di- 
rectors and help them out of the trouble. 
Two prominent citizens have already sig- 
nified their intention of giving a larg@ 
sum of money to the directors to help 
cut, and it is exp2cted vhat others will 
follow. 

The total amount owed by the library 
is something like $10,000, and unless that 
amount is raised within the next few days 
it will be necessary to offer the buildings 
and books for sale to pay it off. 

The library has been in operation here 
for a number of years, and up until] a few 
years ago it used to pay expenses, and 
have considerable money left in the treas- 
ury. The panic of 1894 had a bad effect, 
however, and a number of old subscribers 
drcrped off, and many of them have never 
again joined the association. 

The pres2nt board of directors has done 
a great deal of work for the institution, 
but the public has helped the library of- 
ten, and so many people has solicited 
sutscriptions that they decided to ask 
no more favors of the public and to let 
the building be sold. Other citizens took 
the matter up, and it was due to them 
that the meeting of tonight was held.

The Cherokee Club is now installed in 
one of the finest club buildings in the 
south. Ths building is located on Mul- 
berry street, and has been entirely re- 
mcdeled, and refurnished throughout. 
Everything that is needed by a club has 
been put in, and it ‘g to be said that it will 
compare favorably with any of the other 
clubs in this section of the country, The 
interior furnishings are magnificent, while 
the exterior appearance could not be more 
beautiful. On top is a tremendous roof 
garden, which will be used as a ballroom 
in the summer time. During the winter 
the large valiroom down stairs will be 
used. Reception, dilliard and card rooms 
ere numerous, and in fact, everything 
necessary for a clu» will be found at the 
new building on Mulberry street. Mr. 
Leen Dure, the secretary and treasurer, 
has done a great deal of work in getting 
the new building in shape. He has de- 
veted much time to the task, and has suc- 
ceeded excellently in the work. 


Mrs. Pottle Missing. 

Mrs. Eugenie Pottle, 4 well-known lady 
of Macon, has been missing for several 
days, and all efforts to find ner have 
proven futile. She was last seen about 
two weeks ago at Ben Jones's store, in 
East Macon. She was then en route to 
her farm in Jones county. She was walk- 
ing, and the theory is that she committed 
suicide while on her way there. A search 
has been instituted by her friends, and it 
is thought that if the body is anywhere 
in the neighborhood it will be found. A 
report was received in the city this after- 
noon stating that the body of the woman 
was believed to be in a well at a ginhouse, 
some miles from town. The well will be 
searched tonight. 


Protest Against Annexation. 

A meeting of the citizens of Vineville 
was held last night at the residence of 
Colonel Dan Hughes, at which resolu- 
tions were adopted protesting against the 
annexation of Vineville to Macon. A Dill 
Yas recently introdu:ted in the legislature 
to this effect, but it has not yet been 
brought up. The representatives of Bibb 
county were asked not to vote for it, and 
a committee of citizens was appointed to 
go before the committee of the house, to 
which the bill has been referred, and re- 
quest that they report unfavorably on it. 


Horse Thief Sentenced. 

Turner Elliott, a negro hackman, was 
arrested yesterday by rhe police on the 
charge of horse stealing, and this morning 
was sentenced to six inonths on the chain- 
gang by Recorticr Freeman.

WHAT THE NEGRO IS DOING 


Thanksgiving Day was observed in all 
of our churehes and tthe services were 
largely attended. We have much to be 
thankful for. Freedom, a free country, 
schools, churches, foods and _ clothing 
within one generation we have more 
than doubled our population; within the 
same time we have reduced our illiteracy 
more than one-half. Beginning with 
nothing we have accumulaited $400,000,000 
worth of property. We have many law- 
vers, doctors deniiists, editors and busi- 
ness men. 

In sixteen southern states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in 1894 and 1895 there 
were 1,441,282 colored children in tthe pub- 
lic schools. Besides in the different col- 
leges, seminaries. universities and high 
schools we have the following: In twenty- 
three Baptist institutions, in 1895 were 
4556 students In twenty Meithodist 
Episcopal institutions, the same year, 
were 4,585 students. In the Unilited Pres- 
byterians were 1,003. In two schools of 
the Episcopal church were 26 students. 
In four schools of the African Methodist 
Episcopal were 1,073 students. In ‘three 
schools under the Christian church were 
270 students. One school of the African 
Methodist Fpiscopal Zion church had 148 
students. The Presbyterians had, in 
nine schools, 1,741 students. The Friends, 
in two sohools, had 432 students. In one 
school] at Lebanon, Ky., the Roman Cath- 
had 76 pupils. In ttwenty schols 
the Congregationalists had 6,003 students. 
In seventy~three non-sectarian schools 
were 18,821 students, makine in all at that 
time, 1895, about 1,480,316 students in the 
lower and higher institutions of learn- 
ing. 

Since the above statistics .were com- 
piled the number of students in most all 
of the schools has been large increased 
till today the figures will push ‘tthe 2,000,- 
WOO mark,

The slaughter 
was, so terrible that, it is said, ‘“‘the vic- 
crossed the Altinarlach Burn dry 
shod’’ on the bodies of the Sinclairs. The 
earldom of Caithness, however, was sub- 
sequently settled by parliament on Sin- 
clair, of Kreiss, so that Sir John Camp- 
bell’s bloody victory brought him no ma- 
terial advantage, 

But it is a mistake to speak of the en- 
gagement between jhe Sinclairs and the 
Campbells as the last clan battle fought 
in Scotland. That distinction, such as 
it belongs to an encounter of a later 
date. “The last considerable clan bat- 
tle which was fought in Scotland,’ was, 
as Sir Walter Scott had pointed out, that 
which took place in 1689, at Mullroy, in 
the parish of Kilmonivaig, in Inverness- 
shire, when the Macdonalds, of Keppoch, 
fought and defeated the MeIntoshes. The 
matier in dispute was the ownership of 
Glenk® Roy. MacIntosh. of Roy, held a 
from the crown, but Coll Mac- 
“donald, of Keppoch, had in his favor the 
nine points of the law, which proverbial- 
ly go with ownership. In his own ex- 
pressive phrase, he held the lands, ‘“‘not 
by a sheep's skin, but by the sword.” 
Like most clan battles, the fight which 
occurred at Mullroy was a fierce one.

Members mav have,.a natutal ruggedness 
of speech, and are certainly much simpler 
in their notions than an assembly of cul- 
tivated Englishmen, but they have ncver 
been vulgar or rude. It is noteworthy 
‘that, althougn English-speaking colonists 
| of Dutch origin may not speak the Eng- 
lish language with perfect purity of idiom, 
their pronunciation is, as a rule, singu- 
larly pure and absolutely free from a 
difficulty over the aspirate, or similar 
mark of vulgarity.

To give’ all the news without a line 
of printing is the purpose of the Stereo 
Revue. the latest and most ingenious 
invention in journalism. Three young 
Frenchmen, Messieurs Benquiet, Bouffar 
and Pimbert. have realized this original 
idea in the following manner: 

From the central office in the Rue de 
Provence photographic reporters are sent 
out all over Paris and its environs, as 
well as to the departments and foreign 
countries where anything is happening 
of general interest to the public. Each 
one of these reporters is furnished with 
a verascope or instrument for photo- 
graphing on glass the double negatives 
necessary for the stereopticon _ slides. 
They take equally well pictures of street 
accidents, fires, races, automobile compe- 
titions, trials in court, scerfes-at the 
theater, etce., and when their supply is 
complete they return to the office. where 
the glass negatives are touched skillful- 
ly and used to make a series of double 
photographs or transparent positive films 
printed on a single ro!l which constitutes 
one number of the Stereo Revue. Every 
subscriber receives a small stereos @pe 
on the payment of his first subscription, 
and twice a month a roll of from twenty 
to twenty-five pictures. which he fastens 
in the stereoscope, and by means of a 
knob, turns before his eyes, revealing 
with striking reality scenes of which the 
newspaper descriptions can give but a 
comparatively meager suggestion. 

Messieurs Benquiet, Bouffar and Pim- 
bart have so far perfected this process 
of reporting that, while in reality seated 
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at home with only a delicate modern 
machine before one, one needs color alone 
to complete the illusion of being present 
at diverting, interesting and exciting oc- 
currences in all parts of the world. 

The same ingenious editors have pre- 
pared ‘supplementary rolls where all the 
interesting places in a journey through 
the Lourain, along the Riviera, in Swit- 
zerland or elsewhere are pictured. 

The Paris police have given every aid 
possible to the founders of the Stereo 
Revue, who are thus enabled to take pic- 
tures of things hitherto unphotographed, 
and their subscribers, without the trouble 
| of reading, need only lift their eyes to 
become acquainted with what is going on 
in the world. An American edition has 
already been proposed.

LINCOLNIANA FOR BOYS. 


“I was born with ay intense love for 
the stars and stripes whatever their con- 
dition or wherever they may float,’ said 
the captain; ‘‘but there is one flag that I 
reverence above all others, and that al- 
Ways seems to be a sacred, sentient thing. 
I was a member of the Treasury regi- 
ment (a company made up of the em- 
ployees of the treasury department) and 
it was the flag belonging to our regiment 
that was borrowed to decorate Presdent 
Lincoln’s box at Ford's theater, that fatal 
night of April 14, 1865. You will remember 
that in Booth’s attempt to jump from the 
box to the stage, after the cruel shot had 
been fired, the flag moved a little forward, 
caught in his spur, and was thus respon- 
sible for the fall which resulted in his 
broken leg and consequent capture. 

“I can tell you we boys never lost our 
reverence for that piece of striped bunt- 
ing. It always seemed to us to have be- 
come momentarily clothed upon with 
life, and to have reached forth to do 
what it could to avenge the dea of its 
beloved, martyred protector. 

‘It is something to have lived through 
those throbbing, pulsing days at Wash- 
ington during the early spring time of 
1865, when every movement was tense 
with excitement; but of all the emotional 
strains I ever experienced, none eclipsed 
that upon the occasion of what I have al- 
ways taken to be Lincoln's last public 
appearance bofore the night of his assas- 
sination—although I have never seen it 
so set down in the books. That was on 
April 5th, just ten days before his death. 
News had arrived of the fall of Richmond 
and the ringing of bells and beating of 
drums had brought out an immense con- 
course of people before the white house. 
Lincoln appeared at one of the upper win- 
dows and gave utterance to a few simple 
words of thanksgiving and gratitude. 
Then some obscured person in the crowd 
faintly struck up the Doxology. Other 
voices joined in and the simple old hymn 
soon swelled to a mighty chorus that 
seemed to fill all the intervening space 
between earth and heaven, and made one 
think of the music of the spheres. It 
was something. more than singing—rather 
the spontaneous expression of the passion- 
ate sentiment of universal humanity, and 
moved the heart of the great president 
as nothing else could have done. 

“Lincoln was, by the way, always fond 
of the simple homely songs that appeal 
directly to the common heart. In those 
days a little gospel hymn that had just 
come out, called ‘My Mission’ was his 
especial favorite. I happened to sit very 
near him one evening at aéé  »patriotic 
meeting. It was during the very darkest 
days of ’64, and he had preferred to sit 
in the audience, leaving other dignitaries 
to occupy the stage. As a preliminary to 
the speech making, Philip Phillips came 
out and in his tender, sympathetic voice 
sang: 

“If you cannot on the ocean 

Sail among the swiftest fleet, 

Rocking on the highest billows 

Laughing at the storm you meet; 
You can stand among the sailors, 

Anchored yet within the bay, 
You can lend a hand to help them 

As they launch their boats away.’— 
“and so on to the end. 


“Tsincoln listened with bowed head an 
solemn countenance, and continued buried 
in thought long after the last strain had 
died away. Presently he took a little 
scrap of paper from his pocket, scribbled 


something on it and handed it to an 
usher. To the great surprise of the au- 
dience, after the speech making, Mr. 
Phillips came out and sang exactly the 
same song, verse for verse, as he had 
done before. It was only later that it 
became known to mutual friends that it 
was at the request of the president. 
“The following stanZa was the one 
that naturally most appealed to him and 
seemed to voice his opinion of the part 


he had to play in the great moving events 


of the times: 

“ “If you cannot in the conflict, 
Prove to yourself a so'’dier true: 

If where fire and smoke are thickest, 
There's no work for you to do, 

You can cheer the broken-hearted, 
Strengthen those with courage file l, 

You can bear away thé wounded, 
You can cover up the dead.’ ”

‘If results accomplished are the measure of 
success, General Wheeler must go down to 
history as one of the most successful officers 
of his age, for on more than one occasion he 
saved the army with which he operated, not 
only from defeat but from capture or destruc- 
tion. But for the masterly manner by .which 
he ordered the retreat, the confederate army 
would never have got out of Kentucky, and 
Federal General Buell was relieved of his com- 
rand for allowing Bragg to escape. Bragg’s 
| safely retiring from Murfreesboro to Chatta- 
| ncoga was owing to Wheeler so crippling Rose- 
| cran’s communications that he was in no condi- 
tion to advance. The same thing occurred just 
after the battle of Chickamauga,when Wheeler's 
‘rag-a-muffins’ destroyed over 1,000 wagons 
loaded with stores and ordnance, sabred and 
shot 3,500 mules, which diversion drew after 
them all of Rosecran’s cavalry, which saved 
Bragg’s army at Missionary Ridge. 

‘‘Had the gigantic raid sent out by Sherman 
during the battle of Atlanta succeed in their 
objects of destroying the Georgia, West Point 
and Central railroads and liberating the 30,000 
federal prisoners at Andersonville (for Sherman 
carried in his wagons ample guns and ammu- 
nition to have armed them) the destruction of 
Hood's army would have ben inevitable, and 
here would have ended the campaign if not 
the war. This raid was composed of nearly 
10,000 picked cavalry, splendily mounted and 
equipped, and was under command of Generals 
Garrard, Stoneman and McCook. Wheeler, 
with les than! 4,000 men mounted on half- 
al : starved horses, completely routed and dis- 

persed the entire force, killing, wounding and 
capturing a greater number of the enemy than 
he had men in his own command. In five 
months, including the battles around Atlanta, 
official reports show Wheeler's cavalry to have 
killed, wounded and captured three times the 
efficient strength they ever carried into ac- 
tion, and to have captured and turned into the 
proper authorities arms, nrunitions and stores 
of greater value than the entire command had 
ever cost the confederate government.

‘From Atlanta to the sea Wheeler's cavalry 
fought Sherman daily—saved Augusta and 
many smaller towns from capture and rescued 
from the enemy’s torch millions of dollars 
worth of property which would otherwise have 
been consumed. The only defense of.Columbia, 
S. C., was made by them, and that it was not 
more formidable was owing to orders received 
from superior officers. 

‘The firat we read of Wheeler and his caval- 
ry is of their covering the retreat from Corinth 
after the battle of Shiloh—the last their volun- 
teering to the number of 600 as an escort to 
the president of the dying confederacy.
